Daring the first 3 months of 19*9, 326 farm workers' cooperatives, with a 
membership of over **,000 families, were formed in the Voevodina, A* of 16 April, 
677 farm workers' cooperatives, with membership of 82,278 families, or about 30 
p eroent of the fan families in the province, hare been farmed in the Yojvodina. 
InSemun first, for example, over 92 percent of the faim families and fan land 
belonged to cooperatives.
